RHEUMATOID  ARTHRITIS 


Rheumatoid  arthritis  is  sometimes  called  rheumatoid  disease  with  aloi 
of  good  reason  because  it  is  not  only  an  arthritis.    It  is  a  condition 
characterized  by  aiot  of  extra-skeletal  manifestations.  RA  is  one  of  the 
diseases  we  call  an  inflammatory  arthritis      When  you  see  a  patient  with 
an  arthritis,  most  often  you're  not  able  to  make  the  diagnosis  the  first 
second  you  see  them.    You  should  be  prepared  to  give  a  differential 
diagnosis  or  to  think  in  terms  of  one.     RA  is  an  inflammatory  arthritis 
because  of  what  it  looks  like  not  only  physically  when  you  examine  a 
patient  -you  see  lots  of  inflammation  and  synovitis-but  also  because  of 
what  the  actual  synovial  fluid  in  the  synovium  looks  like.    There  is  lots  of 
inflammation. 

1988  criteria  of  the  Amencan  Congress  of  Rheumatology  include  the 
following   seven: 

1  )Morninc    stiffness-what   patients  with   any   inflammatory   arthritis 
often  complain  of.  Will  last  at  least  30  to  60  mmutes- 

2)Arthriti5  of  3  or  more  lomt  areas-there  are  numerous  joint  areas. 
Want  to  point  out  those  that  are  constantly  forgotten-includes 
temporomandibular  joint.  Disease  processes  that  tend  to  affect  the  TMJ 
include  juvenile    rheumatoid   arthritis,    psoriatic   arthritis,    lupus,    and 
rheumatoid  arthritis.  It  is  said  that  at  least  30%  of  the  patients 
somewhere  along  the  line  will  Develop  involvement  of  the  TMJ.  It  may  not 
present  as  pain  in  the  joint:    may  present  as  an  earache  or  something  else.
